There was no attempt to spiing the 
matter on him or to make political cap- 
ital out of it; on tho contrary he was 
treated by the committee, as he has 
been by the Republican press general- 
ly, with far more consideration and 
kindness than tho course of his confed- 
erate colleagues in tho [louse and on 
tho committee justified him in expect- 
ing.—Indfanaj>olis Journal.

Suicide of the Late Sultan. 


Near Belleville. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The House 


Judiciary Committee met at 10 o'clock 
this morning to consider the matter 
submitted to them by the Hunton sub- 
committee concerning -Blame's refusal 
to produce letters obtained from Mulli- 
gan. 
At 12:35 the committee was still 


in session with closed doors. 


The Judiciary Committee adjourned 


at 1 o'clock. A long discuiision took 
plaee upon the question of compelling 
Blaine .to produce' the letters before 
the subcommittee, but without coming 
to any conclusion, the matter was post- 
poned till Tuesday nei t. : 


The Sub Judiciary Committee met 


at 2 o'clock to-day. 


Elisha Atkins, re-called, aaid he 


does not know anything about any sales 
of any railroad bonda of any railroad 
which received subsidies from the Gov- 
ernment, nor of any sales of Northern 
Pacific bonds. 
He was acquainted 


with the Aquilla-Adams transaction to 
which allusion had been made. Fiaher 
proposed to the witness at one time to 
take some Northern Pacific bonds, and 
witness refused to, do go. The firm of 
Atkins & Co., agreed to take' $'15,'000 
worth of them. 
The witness did not 


recollect what the firm was to receive 
for this amount. , Ho was to receive 
them through Fisher from Blaiae, but 
never got them, and the money was 
'paid back by Fisher. 
He never had 


any other transactions in Northern Pa- 
cifio,onor 'any transactions in Central 
Pacific, Kansas Pacific, Central Branch 
Western Branch, Southern Branch, 
Sioux City and Pacific, or Texas and 
Pacific Roads. 


By Mr. Blaine. 
Did I ever have 


any money entered in the transaction 
you allude to in Northern Pacific? A. 
No, sir. 


Q. 
You got your money back with 


interest ? A. 
Yes, sir. 


Q. 
Then it was impossible for me 


to have derived any benefit from 
it? 


A. Yes, sir. 


Mr. Blaine asked that the letter writ- 


ton by Mr. Atkins, May 29, 1870, 
heretofore published in regard to this 
ease, be put in evidence, which was 
done. 


Warren Fisher, Jr., re-called, testi- 


fied, he purchased from Blaine, Decem- 
ber 1, 1873, an interest in the North- 
ern Pacific road, and paid $25,000 for 
it. 
He did not now recollect what the 


interest was, but knew at that time. 
The attention of the witness was called 
to the letter published in the New York 
Sim, May 21st, 1876, 
purporting to 


have been written by Btaine to witness 
asking him to purchase one-eighth or 
one-fourth part of an interest in the 
Northern 
Pacific road, and he was 


asked if that was a correct copy of the 
letter received from him by Blaine. 


The witness said it was. 
Tho origi- 


nal was destroyed September 21, 1872, 
when the witness and Blaine had a 
final settlement. 
Ho gave a copy ot 


this letter Jto McAllen. 
Tho original 


was not among the letters brought here 
by Mulligan. The' witness never re- 
ceived his certificate of stock for his 
interest, and the money was afterwards 
returned by Mr. Blaine. 
He did not 


know why be did. not receive his cer- 
tificate. 
He never asked about it, but 


presumed it was because it was not a 
profitable'enterprise 
He did not know 


why the transaction was not consumma- 
ted, nor how Mr. Blaino was able to 
eontrol such interest. The witness al- 
ways understood that this was purely a 
friendly aet on the part of Mr. Blaine, 
and that Mr. Blaine was not to have 
any interest in it, in any way what- 
ever. 
On the contrary, Mr. Blaine al- 


ways said he could not.take an interest 
in it «t all. 
It had been frequently 


spoken of when Mr. Blaine visited his 
counting-room, and 'when opportunity 
offered, Mr. Blaine notified the witness 
about it. 
He1 never supposed that this 


stock belonged to Mr. Blaine. 
If it 


had been bis, and been in bis possess- 
ion, ,he could 'have delivered it, of 
course. He never doubted that he 
should get his money back. On Sep- 
tember 21', 1874, it 'was returned,' ev- 
ery cent of it, with interest. 


By Mr. Hunton: He did not re- 


collect that any of the letters .brought 
here by Mulligan related to the trans- 
action ; he read only four or five of 
them recently ; the letters he read did 
nut refer in any mianer to any of the' 
different., Paeijic railroads, .which had 
been mentioned this afternoon^ i 


James Mulligan was re called, and 


said among the papers, obtained by 
BUine from him ms ohf eoQtiit^iU <• 
copy of tne'laV Delating to"Hgrinirttf 
the Northern Pacific Railroad; there 
was also some figures on it showing that 
it related to the one-eighth of the one- 
twenty-fourth 
part which had 
bean 


spoken of; he did not know whose 
handwriting it was, but it was not in 
Blaine's. 


Fisher was asked, at this point, what 


tho paper was and where he received it, 
and he replied that he had DO recolleq 
tion of any such paper, 


Mulligan said ho found it on the 


desk among the other papers—not par- 
ticularly among the correspondence o: 
Blaine with Fisher, but among all the 
papers. 


The witness was requested to reac 


the receipt given by Blaine to Fisher 
at the time Fisher paid over $25,000. 
This receipt was published in Aquilla 
Adams' correspondence, May 27. 


After reading it, the witness said 


this was all the contract there had been 
between Fisher and Blaine. 
Ho did 


not know why the stock was not dr 
livered by Blaine ; and after waiting 
about a year, Fisher refused to take the 
stock because so long a time had elaps- 
ed. 


Q. And this is all [you know about 


this transaction ? 


A. Yes sir; I only know that Fishor 


paid money to Blaine, and Blaine paid 
it back to Fisher, September 21, 1872 


Q. Did you ever hear more than you 


have testified to about the matter allu- 
ded to from anyone? 


A. No sir. 
Q. Why did you bring these letters 


of mine'/ 


A. I did not know what I was to be 


examined about. 
I supposed it woulii 


be about the matter referred to in 
Aquilla Adams' letters and so I broughi 
these letters to refresh my memory. 
J 


brought them because they were writ- 
ten to you, and there' might be soaie- 
thing in them which I might be risked to 
explain. 


Q- Had you any reason to tliiuk 


that I wrote the memorandum of the 
law which you mentioned ? 


A. None at all sir, only that I founc 


them ia the desk, and thay related to 
the North. Pacific. 


Q. You say you aronot unfriendly to 


me, do you know of any reason for 
holding a grudge against me ? 


A. I never had uny occasion for feel 


ing unfriendly, but thought I was treat 
ed unfairly on the occasion alluded to 
by Mr. Atkins yesterday. 


Mr. Blaine was proceeding to make 


further inquiry on this point, when the 
witness said, 
llDo you want me to go 


over that ? I will lot you examine me 
,if you will let me examine you after 
wards." 


The chairman remarked that 
that 


was fair, but hardly pertinent to t 
inquiry under the present resolution. 


Mulligan, Atkins and Fisher were 


allowed to return to their homes, but 
were notified that they wore not dis 
charged, and when wanted would be 
notified by telegraph. 


The committee then adjourned till 


Monday.

Ills sermon in the even- 
ing was from the text, "Our Father," in 
the Lord's prayer, and was filled with 
beautiful thoughts, clothed in clear and 
eloquent language, showing the reasons 
why .Christians could truly say ''Our 
Father," and what thnt endearing term 
implied. Both sermons were delivered 
without manuscript, and the preacher's 
style indicated that he was in earnest 
and fully felt the importance and solem- 
nity of the subjects under consideration. 
If the attendance at St. John's continues 
to increase as it has since Mr. Granberry 
became its rector, the vestry will soon 
find it necessary to buildalargerchurcli.
